Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art is 
Vaudo (US 6,533,874), JP 02-34592 ( ( 592) and Kim (US 5,728,940). Vaudo teaches an 
apparatus for hydride vapor phase epitaxy comprising a substrate and aluminum metallic 
material. '592 teaches using an outer reactor of quartz to surround at quartz ampoule. Kim et al 
teaches a leakage gas detector for a semiconductor device. The combination of Vaudo, '592 and 
Kim does not teach or suggest an evacuation system in communication with a space between the 
inner reactor and the outer reactor.
